On Turkey Day 


PASADENA, FULLERTON, S. A. J. C. TIED 


Victory For Cookmen Will Give Uncontested Title To 
Santa Ana By Virtue of Win Over Pasadena, But 
Pirates Get Crown if Locals Lose to Hornets 


Climaxing the most successful football season in the 
history of the Santa Ana junior college, Coach Bill Cook’s 
husky: Dons will tackle the equally powerful Fullerton 
Yellowjackets in a game to decide the championship of 
the Southern California Junior College Conference, 
Thanksgiving day on the Santa Ana gridiron. 

At the present time Santa Ana, Fullerton and Pasa- 

dena are tied for the league leadership, each team hav- 
ing won four games and lost one. The Dons defeated Pasa- 
dena by a 6'to 0 score early in the season, then dropped 
the game to Chaffey by a 6 to O score. Pasadena defeated 
the Yellowjackets 7 to 0 so it will entirely depend on the 
outcome Thursday, as to who will win the race. If Santa 
Ana is successful, the Dons will have cinched the flag and 
if the Yellowjackets win, Pasadena will take the honors, 
providing they win from Long Beach the following Satur- 
day. 
Coach Cook is quite optimistic before the “Big Game” 
and rates the teams as a toss up. Fullerton is conceded an 
edge in weight. In the backfield the Dons are sadly out- 
weighed, some ten pounds to the man. Also the Hornets 
have the edge in experience, all of the Yellowjackets ball 
packers having had at least two years of 
prep experience or previous junior col- 
lege training. The Don forward wall is 
also outweighed, but only a few pounds 
to the man. In spite of this Coach Cook 
rates the two machines as a toss-up be- 
cause he believes that his men will make 
up the lost weight in fight. 

The Yellowjackets must also be con- 
ceded a slight edge in kicking and pass- 
ing, In Vince Phillippi, smashing full- 
Coach Cook back, Coach Arthur Nunn has one of 
the ablest punters and passers in Jaycee 
circles. Kermet Woods and “Mutt” Dau- 
ser are also capable of tossing the old 
pelata. 

The Dons are given the edge as a 
defensive machine with the Fullerton 
eleven having the edge offensively. The 
Dons. have only four scores marked 


_ against them, all four of them being the 
result of passes, two of these having 
been intercepted and two completed for 


Capt. Hylton 
scores. Chaffey is given credit for scoring three of these, 
the first two in an early pre-season game and Glendale 
the other one last week.

Mrs. E. Harkleroth, who has been 
in charge of the cafeteria for 11 
years, employs only three exeprt as- 
sistants, lessening the. overhead ex- 
pense a considerable degree. Fifty 
varities of food are offered, with a 
change of menu every day. Only the 
best: food products are used. 

The county sanitary inspector who 
visits the school cafeteria once each 
month recently stated that the jun- 
ior college cafeteria was 100 per cent 
perfect in cleanliness and sanitation. 

Approximately 150 junior college 
students and 25 faculty members are 
served in the cafeteria every day. 

The “hole in the wall’ has proven 
very satisfactory. More than 140 stu- 
dents, aside from the cafeteria pa- 
trons, are waited on every noon, The 
variety of candies and sandwiches 
offered is very attractive to hurried 
Dons.

On December 17, 1903, the Wright 
brothers made their first successful 
flight with a flying machine. Their 
first experiments were made in 1900 
with a glider which was flown like 
a kite. In 1908 the first military 
plane, a two seater with a cruising 
radius of 125 miles and a speed of 
40 miles an hour, was delivered to 
the government. The first commercial 
plane was made in Dayton, Ohio, in 
1910. Since the first successes of the 
Wright brothers, aviation has pro- 
gressed steadily until 1920. Since 
1920 air travel increased 32 times in 
Germany, 26 times in Holland, and 
equally as great in other nations. 
Men are now able to travel in 
machines 4000 miles without land- 
ings; to fly 400 hours without stop- 
ping; to make speed records of over 
300 miles per hour. Marvelous per- 
formances! True, these are but ex- 
periments in the primary stage of the 
air industry. 

California Air Schools 

Confidence in flying has increased 
a thousand fold as the result of these 
experiments. Today, legions of young 
men and women are studying aero- 
nautics. 

Galifornia’s outlook is a vision of 
an unlimited horizon for aviation. 
Thus, to cope with the future she 
has already 1485 airport through- 
out the state. Over 140 aviation man- 
ufacturing plants are- busy in pro- 
ducing airplanes, accessories and 
parts. They employ 1,650 workmen. 
Approximately 1000 planes are ser- 
viced by 877 mechanics and 3000 
pilots are in the aeronautical circles 
at the present time. In aviation 
schools the enrollments are about 2, 
200 students, who are training for 
either business or pleasure. 


In the selection of an aviation 
school precaution must be used. One 
should investigate if the institution 
in reliable, modernly equipped and 
under competent instructors. Many 
“fly-by-night” institutions have dis- 
credited the morale of aviation in- 
struction. The industry as a whole has 
been ridded of a number of these 
schools, although some still exist. 

Some of the largest and most popu- 
lar schools in California are the fol- 
lowing: The Curtis School of Aero- 
nautics; Boeing School of Aero-

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nautics;Warren School of Aviation; 
Aero Corporation of California, all 
of Los Angeles; and the Airtech 
Training School of San Diego. 

The costs of training for various 
positions vary from $150 to $5000. 
The instruction is from two months 
in two years. The outline is given of 
the training schedules for several 
major courses. 

Pilots course, qualifying for the 
Department of Commerce private 
pilot’s license is 85 hours ground 
work and 18 hours flying. Instruction 
for limited commercial license is 70 
hours ground work and 50 hours fly- 
ing. For transport pilot’s course it is 
140 hours ground work and 200 hours 
flying. Master mechanics are trained 
by actual shop work and class study. 
Twenty-two subjects are covered by 
lectures and shop work, including 
theory of flight, design, strength of 
materials and actual construction. 
Business courses are given by mod- 
ern schools, through lectures by ex- 
perts. 

Pilots’ Requisites 

Monthly earnings of commercial 
pilots reach as high as $1000, their 
salary is based on mileage and bonus. 
The salaries of mechanics and build- 
ers of planes are very lucrative iu 
the well-trained men. 

In considering one’s personal fit- 
ness for being a pilot, use the fol- 
lowing analysis: Perfect eye sight 
(color distinction). Excellent hearing 
{capable of hearing whispering 
voices). Physical makeup must be 
excellent with steady nerves. One 
must be mentally efficient and cap- 
able of clear, cool headed thinking 
under adverse conditions. The vital 
necessity of these qualities is revealed 
in the survey made by the Royal Air 
Force of England which found that 
eight percent of wrecks were due to 
mechanical failure and ninety-twe 
percent due to fault of the pilot, of 
which sixty five per cent was due to 
psychological unfitness rather than 
physical make-up.
